Jerome William Egbert, is the kjdnaper, and 
that he came all the way from Madras, India, 
to get the child. Dr. Dgbert, gecording to 


brother, Arthur C. Fort of Minonk, III. 

The two men placed the child in a carriage 
and, knocking from the carriage step the 
‘mother, who was making frantic efforts to 
regain possession of the little girl, drove 
north in Madison avenue. 

The kidnaping was Witnessed by a number 
of residents in the vicinity. Several boys, 
suspecting the purpose of the men in the 
carriage, ran after it and threw stones at the 
occupants. 

When the alarm had been given R. J. Louis 
of 5400 Madison avenue, mounted his wheel 
and gave chase. But the tires of his wheel 
were not inflated, and, after riding as far 
as Fifty-third street, he was forced to give 
up his pursulit., 

When last seen the carriage was turning 

west toward Kimbark avenue. The police 
of the Hyde Park Station were notified of the 
kidnaping and Inspector Hunt detailed sev- 
eral detectives on the case. Justice Porter 
issued a warrant for the doctor an a charge 
of assault. Policemen are watching the 
various depots to prevent his leaving town 
with the child. 
Dr. Egbert and his wife have been sepa- 
rated for two years. He came to the city 
without notifying his wife, who, according 
to her story, left him in India two years ago. 
She says he treated her cruelly and, in addi- 
tion to this, she was not able to live in the 
climate of India. She had not heard from 
Dr. Egbert for a year. 


Tells of Meeting with Husband. 

“I went calling this afternoon,” said Mrs. 
Egbert, “and took my child with me. As we 
were returning I met Dr. Egbert on the side- 
walk near the house. I was greatly sur- 
prised to see him, but I greeted him kindly. 
We shook hands. Then my husband took 
the little girl up to kiss her. Then he put 
her down on the walk. After this we walked 
toward a carriage in which Dr. Egbert had 
come. 
riage. I shook hands with him. 

My husband then asked me what our re- 
lations were to be, and I told him I did not 
suppose there were any relations existing 
between us. He has not supported me for 
two years. Then he asked me if I could not 
give him and his brother quarters for the 
night, and I suggested that he come in and 
we talk matters over in the flat. I started 
to lead the way. My little girl was ahead of 
mo, but she dropped a little doll I had bought

For two years 
Mrs. Egbert lived with her husband, and, ac- 
cording to her statement, was forced to leave 
him on account of his treatment. She says 
he has an income from his practice of 81.000 
a month. She came to Chicago two years 
ago. For some time her husband sent her 
small amounts of money, she says, but for 
the last nine months she has supported her- 
self and child entirely by her own efforts. 
Mrs. Egbert is better known as Marion 
Thornton Egbert. She is identified with the 
church work in the Third Presbyterian 
Church and hag supported herself by her 
writings. She started the Christian En- 
deavorer, a religious publication, in 1895, 
and resigned the editorship of it at the time 
of her marriage.

PLACED A KING ON THRONE.

LONDON, Sept. 24, 3 a. m.—A dispatch to 
the Standard from Madrid on Sunday says: 

Marshal Arsenio Martinez de Campos 
died this morning at Zarauz, near San Sebas- 
tian. He had been suffering for some time 
with diabetes and on Friday became sud- 
denly worse. During the night serious com- 
plications ensued and the family telegraphed 
from Zarauz, on the Basque coast, where the 
gallant Marshal was spending the summer, 
for several doctors. 

** Queen Christina, hearing of the serious 
condition of the Marshal, sent her own phy- 
'sician, Dr. Candela, and later a specialist, 
Dr. Oroquieta. They were in consultation 


gone to Zarauz to attend a daughter of the 
Marshal, who had long been an invalid. 
They pronounced the state of the patient 
hopeless and recommended that he receive 
the last rites of the church. After receiving | 
extreme unction in the presence of his fam- 
lly and nearest friends, Marshal de Campos 
became unconscious and died at 10 o' clock 
this morning, aged 69 years. It is difficult 
to describe the painful impression caused in 
court and official circles at San Sebastian. 


Marshal Campos, known to Americans 
principaliy as the most humane Captain 


who put down the Carlist rebeliion and who, 
with General Jovel:ar, piaced Alfonso XII. on 
the throne, and as such he wi.l live in Spen- 
ish history. 

Arsenio Martinez de Campos was a son of 


and was born in 1834. He graduated from 
the staff schoo] at Madrid and entered the 
Morocco campaign in 1850 as a Lieutenant, 
coming out a Major. He was sent to Cuba in. 
1864, with the title of Colonel, and remiined 
vears in the isiand, returning to Spain 
just in time to pafticipate with the Army of 
the North da. the 


Impiisohed as Conspirator. | 


Campes took a violent dislike to the new 
order of things under the republic, and in 
1873 was imprisoned as a conspirator. While 
in prison he addréssed a remarkable letter 
to the Minister ot War, in which he re- 
quested permission to go and fight as a pri- 
vate against the Carlists in Navarre and the 
Basque provinces. The letter obtained for 
him his liberty and the command of a di- 
vision of the Third Corps. He took part in 
the engagements of Lumnecas and Gal- 
dames, and was the first to enter the City 
of Bilboa after the raising of the siege on 
May 1, 1874. Two months later he fought 
three days continuously with, his corps un- 
der General Concha, and the day that com- 
mander was killed General Campos was 
besieged at Zurogay by the main body of the 
Carlists. 

At the head of 1,800 men he broke through 
the Carlists and made a quick march to 
Murillo, where he arrived just in time to or- 
ganize a retreat of the army upon Tafalla.

He returned to Spain 
to further the cause of the Cubans then, and 
he became Minister of War and President of 


to approve his promises to the Cubans, and 
owing to his lack of success in obtaining 
their fulfillment he resigned after seven 
months of office, 

In 1881 he again came into the Cabinet 
with Sagasta, resigning in 1883 in conse- 
quence of being unable to obtain from the 
French government a satisfactory apology 
for the insult offered King Alfonso by the 
Paris mob on his visit to France. In 1884 
he was again, for a time, in command of the 
Spanish army of the north, and in 1885 was 
elected President of the Senate. In 1888 he 
was appointed Captain General of New Cas- 
tile, which office he held until April, 1805. 

He arrived in Havana April 26, 1895. The 
following September he forwarded to Spain 
a petition for home rule for the Cubans, and 
in other ways endeavored to secure for them 
some of their rights.

American Prospectors Murdered. 


San Francisco, Cal., 


Sept. 23.—[{Special. 
Mail advices from the Orient give details of 


the murder of J. Lorey, R. Springforth, and 
D. Roberts, three American prospectors, by 
Filipinos on Batan Island. The men were 
on a search for gold deposits believed to 
exist on the island, the largest of the group. 
In a letter to the Manila Freedom a soldier 
who, with a company, attempted to rescue 
the Americans, tells of the heroic way in 
which they fought for their lives. 

The three were apparently ambushed by 
200 natives, who closed in upon them, throw- 
ing their spears. by the hundreds.

The two elders arrived in the city at 6:35 
o’clock Sunday morning and were recog- 
nized as soon as they alighted from the 
train. They endeavored to hire a cab, but 
were refused. The two started up into the 
city, but were soon intercepted by a crowd 
of 200 people. Moot showed fight and was 
kicked, pummeled, and his right eye and 
nose were badly disfigured. Bassinger was 
also roughly handled.

None of these gentlemen has been consulted 
as yet as to his willingness to be con- 
nected with the movement, but they will be 
appealed to at once if the unions named de- 
cide to give the plan their moral support. 

The idea had its inception at a dinner 
given by Henry Carmichael of Wichita, 
Kas., in this city to a group of Chicago pro- 
‘fessional and business-men who are in sym- 
pathy with the Pennsylvania anthracite coal 
miners in their present struggle, and who 
hold advanced ideas on the social and labor 
problems of the day. Mr. Carmichael, who 
is an attorney and a man of means, de- 
‘clared that in case the plan carried he would 
be glad to take up the subordinate portion 
of the legal work under some other lawyer, 
and also would see that the necessary money 
to carry on the case was forthcoming. 
The plan is to ask for an injunction from 
one of the local Pennsylvania courts to re- 
strain all persons from interfering with the 
right of access to the coal deposits, and 
denying the right of the holders of the coal 
properties to claim any part of the product 
except as such rights can be determined by 
contract with the toilers who produce the 
yield of these coal @eposits. The contention 
will be that the owners who hold their titles 
through royal grants from King Charles 
II. have not a-right paramount to the nat- 
ural right of the people to the resources of 
the earth which are needed for all.

At the Lincoln Park Congregational 
Church the Rev. David Beaton spoke on

and a degraded style of living. They breathe 
the air of America; their ideas expand; they 
are contented no longer with the food and 
shelter and education of the old conditions, 
and now they demand a wage that will lift 


them to the standard of American living. 


It is the inevitable cry of the man for a 
better, larger, more abundant life. 

„My sympathies naturally go out to the 
men who seek this larger life. It is the 
indication of progress. It is the sign of a 
deeper hunger that should be awakened by 
the preacher of righteousness. And busi- 
ness-men, statesmen, and preachers alike 
must face and answer the question as to how 
the men who work as hard and yet areas 
poor as these, are to get a larger share of 
the larger life. Neither industrial peace 
nor social progress can be found till this is 


Humane Significance of Strike. 


The Rey. John P. Brushingham, D. D., 
pastor of the First Methodist Church, 
preached on Sunday morning upon Peter's 
Shadow,“ Acts v., 15. He referred to the 
coal miners’ strike, and said, among other 
things: 

While the coal miners’ strike has no po- 
litical significance, it has a tremendous eco- 
nomic, social, and humane significance. 
What is the meaning of such words as 
brotherhood, humanity, and even Chris- 
tianity? If their application will not help 
us to solve the problem and adjust the con- 
fiicts of such mighty forces of our civiligu- 
tion as labor and capital let us pray for 
the blessings of God on Bishop Ryan and 
other representatives of the Church of God 
who seek to arbitrate the differences be- 
tween employer and employé.”’ 


Public Sympathy with Miners. 

The Rev. Johnston Myers of Immanuel 
Baptist Church spoke as follows on the 
miners’ strike during his morning sermon: 

The sympathy of the public should be 
with the miners, who have struck for higher 
wages and better conditions. The situation 
in the coal regions at the present time is 
enough to make the American people rest- 
less and dissatisfied. To place in contrast 
the condition of a miner's home and family 
with that of the homes of the operators and 
Owners of these mines compels fair-minded 
men and women to demand that some 
changes be made in legislation which will 
make these things impossible. 

It certainly is possible for statesmen to 
devise some national or State legislation 
which will make arbitration compulsory and 
make a portion of excessive profits to revert 
to the laborers who produce them.“ 


Lesson of the Leaf.

TRUSTS AID THR WORKERS 


FIGURES ON WAGES SHOW THEIR 
EMPLOYES TO BE GAINERS. 


— 


Official Inquiry Develops the Fact That 
More Men Are on the Rolils—Average 
of Pay Much Higher than Before the 
Independent Concerns United—In- 
teresting Comparisons Are Made Be- 
tween Big Corporations and the 
Smaller Firms. = 


New York, Sept. 23.—[Special.]—Those who 
believe that the trusts are responsible for 
most of the evils which the citizens of this 
country complain of ought to read a docu- 


D. Wright, United States Commissioner of 
Labor. 

A reading of this document and an exam- 
ination of the figures and tables published 
therein show not only that the trusts have 
not thrown large numbers of skilled and 
unskilled laborers out of employment, but 
that wherever several companies or several 


form a trust the combination has employed 
many more of both kinds of laborers than 
were employed before cénsolidation took 
place. Further than that, the document 
shows; and jt gives,.the, figures to prove it. | 
that the increased number of laborers, both 
skilled and unskilled, have received higher 
wages than were ever paid by the individual 
companies which united form the trusts. 

It appears that fourteen of these trusts 
were selected at random for the purpose of 
investigating the. effect of the combinatio 
of Capital upon labor. 


Every Class of Workers Gains. 


The result of this Investigation brought 
to light the following facts: 

Under the trusts the number of laborers 
receiving from $5 to $15 was decreased, 
while, the number receiving from $15 to $25 
a week was nearly doubled, and an extraor- 
dinary increase was shown in the number 
of employés receiving from $35 to $40 a week. 
The investigation also showed that the un- 


investigation received an average increase 
in their wages of 19.39 per cent, while the 
individual companies were only able to in- 
crease the wages of the same men for a 
similar period of time 16.97 per cent. 
According to the bulletin the trusts were 


their skilled labor. The average rete of in- 
crease in the wages of these men since they 
have been employed by the trusts has been 
13.17 per cent, while the individual compa- 
nies were only able to increase the wages of 


7.25 per cent. * 


More Laborers Are Employed. 

The comparison of the number of labor- 
ers, both skilled and unskilled, employed 
by the trusts, with the number employed 
by the companies which formed the trusts, is 
even more interesting. It was found that 
the total number of skilled laborers em- 
ployed by the companies which formed the 
fourteen trusts was 33,637. After consoli- 
dation the combinations were able to give 
employment to 40,217 skilled laborers. 

By way of showing what individual com- | 
panies have been doing with reference to 
wages from 1897 to and including 1899, three 
instances were taken. In 1897 these three 
companies employed 11,007 skilled labor- 
ers, and in 1899 they employed 15,609. Of 
unskilled laborers the same companies em- 
ployed in 1897 10,599, and in 1899 14,630. This, 
of course, shows an increase in the number 
of men employed, but a comparison of this 
increase with the increase in the number 
of men employed by the trusts during the 
game period will show that the percentage 
yt increase was much greater with the 
combination than with the individual com- 
panies. |

He added 
that such a proposition might be contem- 
plated by the Pennsylvania company on 
their lines west of Pittsburg, but of that he 
had no knowledge. . 
J understood the Toledo meeting,“ said 
President Newman, is called by the em- 
ployés. Our company will not participate, 
nor do we have any direct interest in the 
gathering. I had no knowledge that a pen- 
sion fund was contemplated. 
“Tt has been in vogue on some systems, 
but with what resuk I am not familiar.“ 


The officials of the Lake Shore road located 
in Chicago are not familiar with the plan 
preposed for a pension fund for employés.

“Tt have heard no intimation of such a 
plan, but under certain conditions I do not 
see why it should not be feasible.

PUTS MONEY IN A NEW 
ELECTRIC BATTERY AND 
’ ‘TRIES TO GET IT BACK. 


Peter Yost Sues N. M. Anderson and E. 
C. Tallmadge for $375, Claiming 
They Used Concealed Wires to Prove 
the Merits of Invention. 


Peter Yost, an Evanston musical com- 
poser, is seeking to recover $375 which he 
invested in the Diamond Electric Battery 
company, a concern with offices at 52 Dear- 
born street. He has brought suit against 
N. M. Anderson, President, and B. C. Tall- 
madge, treasurer of the company, alleging 
that he was induced to invest his money 


| ‘through their misrepresentations. Accord- 


ing to Yost, the company ceased doing 
business on July 1, and Anderson has dis- 
appeared since then. The case will come 
before Justice Levere in Evanston on Oct. 1. 

Yost says that he met Tallmadge and An- 
derson last January, and that a demonstra- 
tion was given by Anderson in their office 
of how the battery worked. It worked so 


successfully, Yost says, that he immediate- 


ly consented to invest money and help or- 
ganize a company for its manufacture and 
sale. A few months ago Yost says that he 
asked Tallmadge for an accounting, which 
was refused. He started an investigation 
then, and claims that he found two powerful 
cells concealed in the lower drawer of Tall- 
madge’s desk, which were connected by 
wires running under the floor with the 
fan, carriage lamp, and telegraph instru- 
ment used in demonstrating the power of 
the newly invented battery.

Strike Drives Factory Away. 
Labor é¢roubles have led to the abandon- 
ment of the Siémens & Halske plant in 
Cicero. The General Electric companv, 
which for some months has operated the 
works, has decided to leave the place and 
remove the machinery and tools to Its shops 
at Fort Wayne, Ind., and Schenectady, N. 
. The determination was arrived at six 
months ago, when a strike occurred that 
occasioned a large loss to the company. 

The last of the contracts on hand was 
finished last week, and on Saturday the men 
were notified of the intention to abandon 
the site. Five hundred men are thrown out 
of employment. 

The determination of the General Electric 
company to leave the site, which was 
originally that of the Grant locomotive 
works, is but the last of a series of disasters 
that have overtaken every project started 
there. The Grant Land association, which 
originally purchased the tract, turned it over 
to the Grant Locomotive Works company, 
which, after expenditures on buildings to 
the amount of $1,300,000, failed with Habill- 
ties of $500,000. The property was sold in 
1895 to the Siemens & Halske Electric com- 
pany, which, after expending $2,000,000, quit 
the place. Later the tools, the Siemens & 
Halske patents, and machinery were sold 
to the General Electric company and the 
buildings leased to it for two years. | 

It is asserted by the General Electric com- 
pany that a strike was on at its works while 


the sale was being negotiated, and that in 


order to complete the deal the Siemens & 
Halske people compromised with its em- 
ployés at a great sacrifice. When the Gen- 
eral Electric company took possession this 
condition of affairs was discovered, and on 
its being sought to be remedied another 
strike occurred. 


Unable to Carry Out Contracts. 

At that time,“ said Manager Bernard E. 
Sunny of the General Electrié company last 
night, the company had on hand contracts 
for 500 tons of casting for Milwaukee in- 
terests, besides contracts with Schenectady 
and Fort Wayne people. These contracts 
were for fountry;work, which really the 
General Electric company had no desire to 
handle, but only undertook because a large 
portion of the plant at Cicero consists of 
its finely appointed foundries. As the strike 
occasioned the shutting down of the foun- 
dries and the loss of the contracts it was 
then determined that the plant was unsuit- 
able for the business of the General Ejectric 
9 and plans were made to abandon 

The site is bounded by West Forty-eighth 
avenue, Central avenue, West Twelfth, and 
West Twenty-second streets. 


Deny Story of Shutdown. 

Reports that 800 men had been thrown out 
of work in the plate and rail mills of the 
Illinois Steel company at South Chicago 
were flatly denied by General Manager T. 
W. Robinson. 

“The story is a campaign roorbach,” 
said Mr. Robinson. The only foundation 
it has is that there has been under considera- 
tion a shutdown of probably a day for the 
purpose of making repairs in the plate and 
rail mills. That the discharge of the men 
was contemplated for an extended time or 
for political purposes is, however, an un- 
qualified falsehood.“ 3

FEW DEFECTIONS NUTED. 


Three Cougressmen Said to Be 
Sure for Administration, 
with Fourth Doubtful. 


SENATORIAL FIGHT CLOSE. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
Charleston, W. Va., Sept. 23.-[Special.]— 
Judging from the indications picked up by 
Tun TRIBUNE staff correspondent in his 
journey across the State and back again, 
West Virginia is almost certain to give 
its six Electoral votes for McKinley. Many 
fears that the State would be lost to the 
Republicans have been expressed around 
the national headquarters, both in Chi- 
cago and New York, but a study o 
the conditions here in West Virginia itsel 
seems to indicate the scare has been a 
groundless one. Unless there is a de- 
cided change in sentiment between now and 
the 6th of November it is quite safe to as- 
sume’ that McKinley will secure the West 
Virginia Electoral vote by a majority of 
upwards of 4.000 and under 15,000. The 
Republicans will almost certainly elect Rep- 
resentatives in Congress from the First, Sec- 
ond, and Fourth Districts, and in the Third 
District, where the Democrats now have the 
member, the chances are about even as be- 
tween the two parties. 

The most doubtful thing concerning the 
election in West Virginia this year is the 
probable complexion of the Legislature, 
which will have to elect a successor to Sen- 
ator Elkins. Here, too, the chances favor 
the Republicans, but they will have a hard 
fight of it, and it will be necessary to spend 
a good deal of money and do lots of hard 
work to secure the selection of a Republican 
Benator. 

It will be seen, therefore that the Elec- 
toral vote and three Congressmen are rea- 
sonably certain. One Congressman is so 
doubtful that predictions would be idle, and 
the Legislature is doubtful, with the chances 
favoring the Republicans slightly. 


No Change df Sentiment Apparent. 

Turning first to the question of the Elec- 
toral vote, it is necessary to take into con- 
sideration above ali the fact that four years 
ago McKinley carried the State by 11,487 
majority. In 1892 Cleveland had 4,174 ma- 
jority, and in 1888 he had 506. For Bryan 
to carry the State now in the face of Mc- 
Kinley's phenomenal majority of four years 
ago it would be necessary that there should 
be an extraordinary revulsion of sentiment, 
and naturally this ehange of opinion would 
necessarily be apparent. To swing the State 
over to Bryan means an absolute change of 
front on the part of nearly 6,000 voters. 

This is an important item where the total 
vote is only about 200,000. One may travel, 
as THe TRIBUNE correspondent has done, 
from one end of the State to the other, drop- 
ping off here and there at centers of popula- 
tion, and not discover the slightest indica- 
tion of any significant change of public opin-

ly in West Virginia ever since the civil war 
to permit a man going off on a side issue. 
Palmer and Buckner only had 675 votes in 
61806. This was less than half the regular 
Prohibition vote, and prohibition is not pop- 
ular in West Virginia. 


Gold Democrats Back in Party. 

The number of gold Democrats who voted 
for McKinley must have been rather small, 
and their change of heart is not important 
enough numerically to be taken into consid- 
eration. Men like William L. Wilson and 
ex-Benator Camden have gone back to the 
Democratic ranks. They may exert some in- 
fluence on that account, but it is well under- 
stood that Camden and men of that class 
are not a bit more enamored of Bryan now 
than they werein 1896. They afe going back 
into the party camp largely, if not entirely. 
because they believe Bryan will be beaten out 
of sight this year and be dropped thenceforth 
as a factor in Democratic politics, 

If these men had the slightest suspicion 
that Bryan would win there is no doubt 
but this class of gold Democrats would op- 
pose Bryan openly. Believing he is doomed 
to defeat in any event, they are coming back 
in West Virginia, as in other States, merely 


may be in a position to control the party 
machinery after the election next November. 

There is a slight movement for Bryan of a 
few Democratic railroad men and laborers 
in the steel works and in the mines, who were 
influenced to vote against free silver four 
years ago because they thought it meant a 
disastrous effect on business and the conse- 
quent loss of employment for them, 


Trust Issue Changes Some Votes. 


There are, besices these, an extremely 
small number of shopkeepers and country 
storekeepers who have drifted away from 
the Republicans because they think the 
trusts are interfering with and swallowing 
up the small business-men. This slight drift 
backwards toward Democracy can be found 
only by diligent search and in no locality has 
it reached the proportions of a tidal wave 
or of anything like that. It is rather a pre- 
cipitation which, as the Weather bureau 
tables say, is too small to measure.“ 

The vote of 1896 was in every way a tidal 
wave for the Republicans. It is only natu- 
ral, then, to suppose that the majority will 
be reduced in 1900. 

There is a good deal of apathy in West 
Virginia and elsewhere, but it is the apathy 
of prosperity and not of indifference. Peo- 
ple have been so busy making money they 
may forget to go to the polis entirely, or may 
think they have not the time. If the full vote 
can be gotten. out on both sides there Is not 
the slightest doubt of the result being in favor 
of the Republicans, | 

Two years ago, on the Congressional vote, 
the. Republicans carried the State by a net 
majority of about 2,700. While this is only 
a fourth of the margin in 1896, it is a safe 
figure, taking everything into consideration. 
The year 1898 was, of course, one of the off 
variety. The vote fell off 24,000 as compared 
with 1896. One voter in every eight staid 
away from the polls, and there were, in round 
numbers, 16,000 Republicans to 8.000 Demo- 
cratic absentees. In the absence of any indl- 
cation of a revulsion of public opinion it is 
entirely safe to assume that the majority 
of 2,700 two years ago was merely the Re- 
publican low water mark, and with anything 
like a full vote McKinley’s majority in 1900 
should be over 5.000. 


Labor Vote Is for McKinley. 


So far as the Congressional situation is 
concerned, the doctrine of Chance and the 
surface indications all over the State favor 
the Republicans. In the First Distriet there 
is no question at al as to the rsuits. Cap- 
tain Dovener, the dean of the delegation, 
had nearly 2,000 majority in the S.ump two 
years ago, and he wil! increase this beyond 
ali doubt. This district embraces the pan- 
handle of the State, including Wheeling, the 
largest city in West Virginia. The district 
is dominated by the labor vote, as the pan- 
handle is the center of an industria! progress 
which has been equaled by ecarcely any 
other section of the country. The Demo- 
cratic nominee was put on the ticket after 
the choice of the regular convention had 
deciined, and Dovener's election is con- 
ceded even by his opponents.

Senatorial Result in Doubt. 


As regards the Senatorial] situation, the | 
outlook is not on the surface so favorable 
to the Republicans as it might be. There 
are two factors which result in making Sen- 
ator Elkins’ path toward reélection any- 
thing but a smooth one. In the first place, 
the Democrats gerrymandered the State to 
sult themselves, and they did it in a way that 
makes it quite possible for the Republicans 
to carry the State for McKinley by a large 
majority and still lose the Legislature, 

The situation in West Virginia and in IIll- 
nois is much the same, In the last Legis- 
lature the Republicans thought they had 
won, and on the surface they had e clear 
majority of five or six on joint ballot. Un- 
fortunately the Democrats had control of 
the Lower House and proceeded to throw 
out votes without too much legal authority. 
As will be remembered, they were check- 
mated only by the Republicans resorting to 
the same measures in the Senate, so that 
Scott of Wheeling was elected to the Senate 
by the narrowest kind of a majority, and his 
seat is still contested. 

With the districts carved out to suit the 
Democrats the Republicans have a hard 
enough-row to hoe in securing control of the 
Legislature. But to make things worse it 
happens, unfortunately, that the Democrats 
have seven out of thirteen Senators. The 
Republicans, therefore, start with a handi- 
cap in both directions. 

From a careful estimate of the situation 
made by competent authorities for Tue 
TripunB, the sure Republican districts in 
the Senate are the First, Third, Fifth, and 
‘Bleventh, a total of four. There are two 
districts, the Twelfth and Thirteenth, which 
are surely Democratic. There are seven 
doubtful districts to constitute the battle- 
ground, These are the Second, Fourth, 
Sixth, Seventh, Highth, Ninth, and Tenth. . 


Estimates on the Legislature. 


Allowing for the heldovers, the Senate 
stands ten Republicans, nine Democrats, and 
seven doubtful. The Democrats have to se- 
cure five and the Republicans four of the 
doubtful districts to carry the Senate. A 
close estimate of the House gives thirty-tw 
Republicans surely, twenty-one bemocryf 
surely, and eighteen doubtful, a 
total of seventy-one. The total of these 
figu on joint ballot would be forty-two 
Republicans, thirty Democrats, and twenty- 
five doubtful. On this basis the Republicans 
have to secure only six votes on joint ballot, 
while the Democrats must have eighteen., 
These estimates are prepared, however, 
largely from Republican sources, and, al- 
though they show that Elkins can lose half 
of the doubtful votes and still win, the 
margin is much too close for comfort. 

Up to date the chances are the Repub- 
licans will carry the House without a great 
deal of difficulty, leaving the Senate in doubt. 


ROOSEVELT SEEKS DAY’S REST. 


Takes Thirty-Mile Horseback Ride, 
Which He Calls Recreation, on Sheep 
Ranch of “ Bill” Daly. /

Rawlins, Wyo., Sept. 23.—[{Special, ]}—Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt spent Sunday at O'Neill's 
Supr, sixteen miles from Rawlins, the 
guest of * Bill" Daly. The day wasquietly 
passed, the Governor's purpose in comin 
to the ranch being for recreation. He too 
a ride of thirty miles accompanied by sev- 
eral friends. 

The horse the Governor rode was 
furnished by Sheriff Creed McDaniel of this, 
Carbon County. It was ridden by the Sher- 
iff in the chase after the Table Rock bandits. 
The Table Rock robbery occurred a few 
weeks ago about sixteen miles west of the 
spot where the Governor passed the day, 
The robbers were pursued to Robbers’ Roost, 
or Brown's Park, and are still at large. The 
Table Rock robbery is talked of here as one 
of the most unique affairs of the road in all 
the unique history of the West. The robbers 
spent two hours at their work ransacking 
the Union Pacific overland passenger. They 
made all manner of sport of the trainmen 
and refused to take their money and watches. 

The horse ridden today by R. D. Redfern, 
who is in.charge of the Governor’s special 
and who is Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms of 
the National Republican committee, was 
abandoned by the robbers and picked up by 
their pursuers. The riding party wag in 
charge of William Daly Jr., and in the thirty- 
mile ride all sorts of weather was expe- 
rienced. It rained until the party was 
soaked, then the sun came out and dried 
their clothes before the ranch was reached. 

United States Marshal Frank A. Hadsell, 
Curtis Guild, John Proctor Clarke, and sev- 
eral newspaper correspondents accompanied 
the Governor on his ride.

DR. THOMAS TALKS OF CHINA. 


Commends the United States’ 
Plans for Church Club Next 


Sunday. 


Dr. H. W. Thomas touched on several 
issues of the day in his sermon at Mo- 
Vicker's Theater yesterday morning. 

“So far the United States has dealt justiy 
with China,“ said Dr. Thomas. The na- 
tions of Europe have not, but have been 
seeking only too slight pretexts for getting 
a hold in China. We have to think of our 
own war still going on in the Philippines and 
of the encroachments of trusts and monop- 
olies.

| MAYORS AT ELYSEE RECEPTION 


Visiting Executives Taken in Tow by 
Parisians and Shown the Sights 
of the City. |

PARIS, Sept. 23.—The visiting Mayors 
still swarm in the streets of Paris. During 
the afternoon President Loubet received 
them at the Elysée, where the Prefects of 
each department gathered the Mayors by 
district and grouped and herded them to the 
palace like troops of sheep. Last night after 
midnight a party of Parisians showed the 
Moulin Rouge to several hundred of the 
country Mayors. The Mayor of Quimper 
became so interested that he took part in the 
quadrille, which was the center of a wild 
scene of revelry which continued until 
morning. 

Commenting on the banquet of the Mayors, 
one journal says: It the fete had taken 
place in the time of the reign of terror each 
Mayor could have had a head at his plate, 
as more than 20,000 were gulllotined at that 
time by the same party as the one now in 
power, and it is singular that the place 
chosen is the exact spot where so much of 
the tragedy was enacted.“ 

Honors for City of Paris. 

It is announced that the Minister of War 
approves the .use of the cress of the Legion 
of Honor in the arms of the Cities of Paris 
and Bazeilles for gallant defense in the war 
of 1870. It is a clever stroke on the part of 
the Premier to honor Paris, as, owing to the 
recent troubles with the City Council, he is 
accused ef being an enemy of the city. 


Socialists Lack Harmony. 

The Socialist congress opened today. The 
proceedings were not harmonfous, owing toa 
bitter disagreement between the Socialist 
supporters of the French government, head- 
ed by M. Jaures, and other French factions 
following MM. Guesde, Vaillant, and La 
Farge, regarding the election of officers. 

The Jaures party were dubbed by their op- 
ponents. “ Millerand’s lackeys.“ As they, 
however, were in the majority at the outset, 
they elected M. Jaures President, but, on the 
arrival of a strong contingent of their ad- 
versaries, the election was annulled and the 
session closed without having accomplished 
anything. 


Transport on a Mud Bank. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Sept. 23.—The United 
States transport Rawlins from New York, Sept. 
12, by way of San Juan, Sept. 18, while entering 
Santiago harbor today ran its bow on a sand 
bank near El Moro, close to the scene of the 
wreck of the Reina Mercedes, where it remained 
three hours. The transport was ultimately pulled 
off by a United States tug, and it was found that 
it had suffered no injury. 


Cotton in West Africa. 


BERLIN, Sept. 23.—An expedition under the 
auspices of the German Golonial society will leave 
on Nov. 10 for Togo, west Africa, to make ex- 
periments in cotton growing in that region. 


HOBSON QUALIFIES INTERVIEW. 


Says Admiral Dewey Compelled the 
Spaniards to Sink Their Ships 
1 by Pulling the Plugs. 


Montreal, Que., Sept. 23.—Lieutenant Hob- 
son arrived in this city this evening. He 
was shown the answer made by Admiral 
Dewey to the interview with the Lieutenant 
sent out from Vancouver. He said he was 
deeply grieved that Admiral Dewey had 
taken the matter up in the way reported. 

He declared that he was not responsible 
for the statement made in the Vancouver 
interview. He had been approached by a 
reporter and in the course of a conversation 
had stated that the Spanish ships had been 
sunk because the plugs were drawn by the 
Spanish. He explained that it was im- 
possible to sink a ship by hitting it above the 
water line. | 

Admiral Dewey had, however, compelled 
the Spaniards to sink their ships, and that 
was just as effective as sinking them with 
shells. 

Personally, he had the highest possible re- 
spect for Admiral Dewey and his great 
achievement and he greatly regretted that 
anything had been attributed to him which 
might tend to destroy the glory of the Ad- 
miral’s deeds." 


IDENTIFY MAN KILLED BY CAR. 


Found to Be William Julius, a Press- 
feeder, Lately Come Here from 
St. Louis. 


Through cards found in the pocket of his 
coat, the man killed by a Van Buren street 
electric car at Van Buren and Peoria streets 
at 2 o’clock on Sunday morning was identified 
as William Julius, a pressfeeder, who resided 
at 203 West Congress street. Julius formerly 
was a resident of St. Louis and had lived in 
this city but a short time. 

He attempted to cross the street in front of 
the rapidly moving car and was struck by thé 
fender and thrown underneath thecar. It 
was impossible to extricate the body until 
the arrival of the wrecking wagon, nearly 
an hour after the accident happened. The 
mangled body was taken to the County 
Morgue.

of the Missionary society by which the finan-

dioceses by the Missionary society is to 
be withdrawn. Nearly every diocese in the 
country has been helped every year in 
amounts varying from $400 to $6,000; so that 
Episcopalians all over the country are stirred 
up by the action of the Board of Managers, 
and the representatives of the different dio- 
-Ceses affected are prepared to come to the 
o convince the Board of Managers 

that their action was hasty. 

The Missionary council, however, has nd 
power to compel the Board of Managers to 
reconsider its action. All it can do is to 
make a recommendation to that effect, and 
the Board of Managers can comply with the 
recommendation or not, as it may choose. 
All that can be done, therefore, at the com- 
ing meeting of the council isto talk the mat- 
ter over and perhaps pave the way for ac- 
tion next year at the General Convention of 
the church. 


Dioceses and Missionary Districts. 

The Episcopal Church in America is di- 
vided into dioceses and missionary districts. 
The former are presided over by Bishops 
and the latter by Missionary Bishops. The 
and Foreign Missionary society 

of the church is governed by a Board of 
Managers, and this board is responsible only 
to the Board of Missions, which meets at 
the same time and in the same place as the 
general convention. These meetings are 
held every third year, and in the interim 
between the meetings of the Board of Mana- 
gers has full control of the missionary work 
of the society. At a recent meeting the 
Board of Managers voted that the time had 
come to stop helping the regularly organ- 
ized diocéses of the church, claiming that 
when the church was strong enough in a 
given section to organize itself into a dio- 
cese it was strong enough, or should be, to 


further help from the missionary society. 
In order that the dioceses might have time 
to adjust themselves to the new condition 
it was decided that the amounts appropri- 
ated to them be reduced 20 per cent a year 
until, in five years, the payments would be 
discontinued. . 

The dioceses affected by this ruling—and 
nearly every diocese in the country is affect- 
ed—have made strenuous objection to the 
change. They claim, first of all, that while 
the Board of Managers has full control cf 
the affairs of the Missionary society, that 
in so radical a matter as the withholding of 
the customary financial assistance from the 
dioceses the board would have done better 
had it let the matter rest for another year 
and let the Board of Missions decide it at 
the meeting of the’general convention. An- 
other claim is that some of the dioceses can 
get along without help from the Missionary 
society and that those dioceses should have 
been cut off, while others, those really need- 
ing the help, should have been left on the 


Ust. 
Reason Given for the Action. 


To these objections the Board of Managers. 
replies that it has full power to give or 
withhold the funds of the society, as it may 
decide is for the best interest of the church, 
and while it may be true that some of 
the dioceses need the help of the Missionary 
society it has been impossible for the board 
to get any.of the dioceses, save one or two, 
to admit that it did not need the money it 
was receiving from year to year. The only 
thing to do, therefore, claims the board, 
was to stop sending money to any of the 
regularly organized dioceses and thereby 
be able to use the money for the real mis- 
sionary work. 

A good deal of money is involved in the 
question, for out of $165,000 annually ap- 
propriated by the Board of Missions for 
missionary work nearly $73,000 has gone 
each year to the regular dioceses of the 
church; nor does this latter amount include 
the money that is used in some of the dio- 
ceses for missionary work among negroes 
and Indians. 

The Missionary council lasts three days, 
from Oct. 23 to 25. Its time will be taken up 
largely with the discussion of general mis- 
sionary topics. It is purely an advisory 
body, having no legislative powers; but as 
all the Bishops of the church and many of 
the most prominent clergymen and laymen 
are members its suggestions have much 
weight with the Board of Managers of the 
Missionary society. 


DUNTON SURPRISED AT SUICIDE 


Declares Forbes Innocent — Refuses 
Statement as to His Own Status— 
Anxious to Come Home. 


Newport News, Va., Sept. 23.—[Special. ]— 
William Dunton, who is charged with em- 
bezzling $20,000 from the Union National 
Bank of Chicago, tonight gave his first 
statement since his arrest on Friday. It - 
Dunton is guilty of the charge against him 
no one else is implicated, so far as he would 
say. Dunton is already a physical wreck, 
and is yearning to leave the jail here and 
start for Chicago. 

When informed of Forbes’ suicide he could 
mot believe it. It was the first he had heard 
of it, and would not credit it until a dis- 
patch from Chicago to that effect was read 
to him. 

„George Forbes dead?“ he repeated sev- 
eral times. „ cannot imagine why he 
should have killed himself. So far as I 
know, Forbes was as innocent of any wrong 
doing as my wife or my box.“ 

Continuing in answer to questions, he 
said: ‘‘ Forbes was innocent. It would not 
be proper for me to make any kind of a 
statement about the charge against me. It 
has been stated that when arrested I ad- 
mitted my guilt, immediately turned over 
$2,000 to the marshal, and expressed my 
willingness to go back to Chicago. That I 
will neither confirm nor deny now. 

„ had no intention whatever of deserting 
my wife. I made no effort whatever to cover 
my path. I registered under any right name 
in New York, and used the name of Duncan, 
with my initials, at Atlantic City and Old 
Point. I had no idea even that the detec- 
tives were following me.”

Admits Boer War-Has Re- 


vealed Defects in Eng- 


land's Defense. 


VIEWS OF OTHER LEADERS 


Lord Rosebery Declares the Min- : 


istry Has Exposed the Nation 
to Humiliation. 


MORLEY CRITICISES WAR. 


LONDON, Sept. 23.—Lord Salisbury’s 
manifesto to the electors of the United 
Kingdom, in anticipation of the Pariia- 
mentary general elections, emphasizes the 
necessity that the Queen's government 
should be supported by a strong Parlla- 
mentary majority as the only means of 


convincing the inhabitants of the conquered 


south African territories that there is no 
hope of diverting the government from their 
policy by persistent resistance or agitation.” 

After remarking that “all the recent 
troubles in south Africa have been due to a 
shift of Parliamentary opinion at a critical 
moment,“ the Prime Minister goes on to say: 

It will depend upon the disposition and 
conduct of the Boers how long an interval is 
to elapse before their full position as a 
British colony is attained. The brilliant 
success of Lerd Roberts’ army must not 
blind us to the imperfections disclosed in 
our own defensive armor, imperfections 
which but for the war might have remained 
unnoticed. It will be the urgent duty of 
Parliament and the government to remove 
these defects, a duty which certainly could 
not be discharged by a ministry dependent 
upon a broken party.“ 3 

In conclusion Lord Salisbury refers to 
China as “a difficulty, among others, con- 
fronting the government and requiring that 
the government should be armed with a 
strong majority in the House of Commons.” 
He urges that, in view of all these considera- 
tions, there should be no abstentions at the 
polls. | 

; Lord Rosebery’s Views. . 

The Earl of Rosebery, issuing a manifesto 
in the form of a letter ta a Liberal candidate, 
says: 

“In the present situation of the world I 
would vote for almost any strong adminis- 
tration; but the present government is strong 
only in votes. In other respects it is the 
‘weakest government I can recollect.”’ 

After enumerating the government's 
“ failures at home and abroad,“ Lord Rose- 
bery. criticises the conduct of the south 
African war, declaring that it has exposed 
England to humiliations unparalleled in our 
history since the American war.” 

He decares that nothing can be hoped for 
from the government, either in the matter 
of urgent domestic reforms or the reform of 
the War office. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir Mi- 
chael Hicks-Beach, and the President of the 
Board of Trade. Mr. Charles Thomson 
Ritchie, as well as other prominent men, 
have issued manifestoes, but these contain 
no noteworthy features. 


Morley Criticises the War. 

Mr. John Morley, Liberal, member for 
Montrose Burghs, in his manifesto declares 
that his opinion has not changed that every- 
thing might have been attained in south 
Africa without war. In a single year,“ he 
says, the work of a gercration in uniting 
the Dutch and English in sauth Africa has 
been undone and not even in Ireland has the 
difficult race problem been more miserably 
mishandled.” 

Mr. Morley admits, however, that it is im- 
possible to revoke the prociamations.of an 
nexation.. 

Goschen Out of the Race. 

Mr. George Joachim Goschen, First Lord 
of the Admiralty and member of the House 
of Commons for St. George's, Hanover 
square, London, announces that he will not 
seek reélection to Parliament. 

The Ear! of Clarendon has been appointed 
Lord Chamberlain in succession to the Earl 
of Hopetoun, recently appointed Governor 
General of the Australian commonwealth. 


YELLOW FEVER GAINS RAPIDLY. 


Thirty-one New Cases Reported Since 
Friday in Cuba’s Capital—Porto 
Rico’s Strange Demand. 


HAVANA, Sept. 23.—Thirty-one new cases 
of yellow fever have been officially reported 
since Friday, making nearly 100 now under 
treatment. Captain George S. Cartwright, 
Twenty-fourth United States Infantry, Quar- 
termaster’s department, who was taken 
down with the fever last Monday at Camp 
Columbia, is dead. Robert Thomas and Al- 
fred Kilborn, Second United States Artillery, 
were attacked yesterday. 

Porto Rico’s demand on Cuba for the re- 
payment of more than $2,500,000 advanced to 
Spain to conduct military operations against 
Cuba has been the source of considerable 
amusement. Cubans are asking why they 
should repay funds lent to the enemy for the 
express purpose of subduing them. _

BRYAN’S ANTI-TRUST PLAN. 

Mr. Bryan’s chief remedy for the sup- 
pression of trusts is the enactment by Con- 
gress of such additional legislation as 
may be necessary to dissolve every private 


monopoly which does business outside of 


the State of its origin.” A State which 
does not wish a private monopoly not char- 
tered by it to “do business” within its 
jurisdiction can defend itself against that 
monopoly without Congressional aid. It 


can bar out foreign corporations altogether 


or admit them to the State if they comply 
with conditions prescribed by it. 

Illinois has set forth in its laws the terms 
on which corporations formed in other 
States may transact business here. There 
is a law on the statute books which denies 
to any foreign corporation which is in a 
trust or combine the right to do any business 
within the State and it is made the duty 


lof the Attorney General to enforce this 


provision.in any county in which that cor- 
poration does business. If this State is 
satisfied’ that the American Sugar Refining 
company, for instance, is a monopoly it 
can enact laws which will make it im- 
possible for that company to own and ope- 
rate a refinery in Illinois or to open any- 
where in the State an office for the sale of its 


But while Illinois can say that the sugar 
trust shall not do business within its con- 
fines it cannot prevent its citizens doing 
business with that corporation in the State 
of its origin. The State cannot make it an 
offense for a Chicago wholesale grocer. to 
order by letter or telegraph a thousand 
barrels of sugar from the American Re- 
fining company, nor can that sugar when 
shipped be stopped at the State line. The 
State has no control over interstate 
commeree. Thus, while a State can bar 
out the corporation it cannot bar dut the 
goods ofthat corporation. 

Congress cannot do in this respect what 

the State cannot do. Congress cannot say. 

that a citizen of Illinois who ptefers to buy 

his sugar or his matches from a monopoly 

which does business in another State shall 

not be allowed to order those articles and 

have them delivered to him. The farthest. 
Congress has gone in this direction has 
been to provide that liquor imported in 

original packages into Iowa shall be sub- 

ject to the police laws of that State. But 

while a State under its police powers can 

legislate against the use of alcoholic bev- 

erages on the ground that they are harm- 

ful to the health gnd peace of the com- 

munity it cannot forbid the consumption 

of healthful commodities because they are 
made by a trust.“ Consequently without 

an amendment to the constitution Congress 

cannot prevent the shipment to a citizen 

of one State of goods bought by him in 

another State from a trust or monopoly. 

Nevertheless Mr. Bryan says an amendment 
will be unnecessary and applauds the Demo- 

cratic Representatives who refused a few 

months ago to vote for the submission of 
such an amendment to the States. 

This is Mr. Bryan’s way of doing busi- 
ness. He sees the strong popular feeling 
against rapacious industrial combines and 
angles for the votes of those who entertain 
that feeling by assuring them all monopolies 
will be overthrown if he is elected. and is 
allowed to administer the remedy he has 
devised. At the first glance some voters 
will think his plan simple and effective. 
The vital objection to it is that it won't 
work—and he knows it. pee 


THE THREE MEN OF CHINA. 

Mr. F. S. Brockman of the Student 
Volunteer Movement for Foreign Missions 
has contributed to the current number of 
the Independent an entertaining sketch of 
the three men who above all others hold 
the destiny of China in their hands at 
the present time, and with whom the 
powers, when they negotiate terms of peace, 
will have to deal rather than with the 
imperial government. Neither one of the 
three is directly connected with the gov- 
ernment. They are Viceroys, and in all 
crises the fate of China has been settled 
by the Viceroys, whose power is well-nigh 
‘absolute. They can decline even to obey 
imperial edicts, and in such case they can 
be removed only by force, not an easy task 
when it is remembered that they rule over 
millions of people and have strong military 
forces at their command. 

The first of these men is Chan Chih 
Tung, Governor of Hu Kwang, or the 
Two Lake provinces. He is represented 
as a man of extraordinary energy, liberal 
in all his tendencies, and in sympathy with 
modern ideas. He has publicly favored 
the introduction of Western agricultural 
methods, the development of mines, the 
organization of schools with Western teach- 
ers, and the construction of telegraph and 
railroad lines. The second man is Lui 
K’un-ih, Governor of Kiang Nan, Nankin 
being his capital. He is over 80 years 
of age, but is still active and has a good 
character and clear judgment, and is prompt 
in his decisions. When the massacre of 
the foreigners was ordered he not only 
at once refused to obey but when the 
Boxers rose in revolution and began their 
atrocities he opposed and put them down 
in his province by force. In the earlier 
years of his administration he shared 
the general Chinese dislike of foreigners, 
but of late this prejudice has gradually dis- 
appeared, and now he shows unmistakable 
Signs of sympathy with Western methods 
and Western thought. With these two 
enlightened Viceroys there will be little 
difficulty in dealing. ‘ 

The third man, Li Hung Chang, is the 
unknown quantity in the equation. He 
will be the prominent figure in the settle- 
ment of affairs. Whether he is in favor 
of or opposed to Western ideas no one 
can say. So far as deceit, evasion, and 
jugglery are diplomatic qualities he is more 
than a match for any European diplomatist. 
Mr. Brockman, while acknowledging his 
wonderful power, has no confidence in him, 
and affirms that no man ever pose to like 
eminence with more of lying, deceit, and 
discredit. He recalls that forty years ago 
Chinese Gordon hunted him with a pistol 
for his treachery, and he has not changed

timated that history will show that he sold 
his country to Japan. The Chinese man- 
darins are the champion bribe-takers of 
the world, and Mr. Brockman claims no one 
in China will deny that Li Hung Chang 
is chief among them. The Chinese uni- 
versally hate him and the government hates 
him, and yet in time of danger they always 
look to him for rescue. Mr. Brockman says: 
„He is the wizard of the diplomatic World. 
He seems to have the rare power of jug- 
glery to sell his country to a foreign foe, 
and yet when the foreigner attempts to 
take possession of the purchase, like the 
juggler’s stove pipe hat, it has disappeared.” 

These three Viceroys, who are the men 
with whom the powers must deal in set- 
tling the destiny of China, by their power 
in their own districts and by their in- 
fluence over neighboring officials absolute- 
“Jy control 200,000,000 people without re- 
gard to any instructions from the central 
government. Stated in terms of the lowest 
degree the solution of the problem con- 
fronting the powers may hang upon the 
action of one of these three, for it is not 
unlikely that a man of the personal force 
and extraordinary powers of evasion and 
‘persuasion of Li Hung Chang will not find 


to his way of thinking. 


WANTED-—A “PARAMOUNT ISSUE.” 
The Democratic managers of the New 
York campaign are in search of a “ para; 
mount issue to talk about during the com- 
ing six weeks. Of course the real “ para- 
mount issue” with those managers is the 
offices. If they can carry the State by hook 
or by crook—preferably the latter and 
thereby elect Mr. Bryan, they will get not 
merely the State offices but also the na- 
tional offices which may be given them by 
Mr. Croker, who is to control the distribu- 
tion of federal patronage in the Empire 
State. | 

This is a “ paramount issue,” however, 
which cannot well be paraded on the stump. 
There must be an issue for the orators. 
The managers are hunting after one. They 
cannot use free silver, though it is in the 
platform, If that subject is touched on 
votes will be lost. Some of the leading poli- 
ticians are of the opinion that as the nation- 
al platform gives the greater prominence 
to “imperialism” that topic is the one to 
be discussed. Other politicians do not 
think so, believing that “ imperialism ” is 
a dead issue because it does not touch the 
mass of the voters, and because of those 
who dislike President McKinley’s Philip- 
pine policy a great number will vote for 
him, since they have no confidence in Mr. 
Bryan, and no certainty that his Philippine 
policy will differ in its results from that of 
the administration. 

Still other Democratic politicians advise 
that the “trusts” be made the para- 
mount issue.” But the candidate for Gov- 
ernor has muddled the “trust” question 
by his denunciation of department stores. 
Furthermore, speakers who may denounce 
trusts” as Republican concerns are likely 
to be embarrassed by questions about the 
Tammany ice trust. 

This inability of the Democratic mana- 
gers to agree on a paramount issve” is 
evidence of the demoralized condition of 
the party in the State of New York. Never 
in the past, even in the worst days, have 
the leaders been unable to settle on some 
important line of policy which the voters 


sas City platform sets forth many issues. 
There is not one in the long list which the 
party lead are able to unite on as avail- 
able for vote-getting purposes, It would 
be honest, though perhaps not expedient, 
for the New York politicians to say bluntly 
to the voters, “ We are after the offices.

REPORTING TO CONSTITUENTS. 

In respect to the suggestion recently made 
in these columns that Aldermen should re- 
port at various intervals through the year 
to their constituents concerning business 
accomplished, pending, or likely to arise in 
the City Council, it is evident that many 
Aldermen would cordially respond if the 
way were somewhat prepared for them. 
Indeed, there are at least one or two men 


for election, proposed this idea. 

There are difficulties of a practical sort, 
however, in the way of carrying out this 
idea which ought to be disposed of by con- 
stituents. It will readily be seen that a 
sense of modesty, as well as a consideration 
of the cost of renting a hall and arranging 
for a meeting, may serve to deter an Alder- 
man from taking the initiative in this mat- 
ter. Those details should, therefore, be 
looked after by the constituents. They 
should secure the consent of their repre- 
sentative or representatives and make all 
arrangements in regard to hall and an- 
nouncements, 

It js a great mistake to leave all the edu- 
cation of the public through popular meet- 
ings respecting local government, and all 
the opportunities for passing upon the 
capacities of representatives on their own 
statements to the noisy special pleading of 
election campaigns. 

That ward will do itself a credit and the 
city a service which shall set the example 
of inviting reports on municipal business 
from its Aldermen outside of election cam- 
paigns. With the national election over, 
the sooner the idea is put into practice the 
better.

MR. SLOAN’S PAROLE PLAN. 

Superintendent Sloan of the John Worthy 
School has written a letter to Judge Tut- 
hill recommending a valuable improve- 
ment in the methods of the school and of 
the juvenile court. His plan is to develop 
self-reliance in the boys by establishing a 
parole system under which the more tracta- 
ble ones may secure outside employment 
while still remaining under the guidance 
of the officers of the school. He says there 
are at least fifteen boys in the institution 
whose conduct and progress in studies dur- 
ing the last year entitle them to be paroled, 
yet the home influences of many are 80 
bad that in such an environment they would 
soon lapse again into lawlessness. At the 
same time these boys are old enough to earn 
their own living instead of being dependent 
upon the public. 

Mr. Sloan asks that these boys be paroled 
by the court to the school officers, who 
will place them in a separate part of the 
institution where they will make their home 
and be permitted to go out to work dur- 
ing the day for a period of three months. 
At the end of that time it is believed 
many of them will be fairly on the way 
to become self-supporting and law-abiding 
members of society. It is a part of Mr. 
Sloan’s plan to seek places for these paroled 
boys and to cheer them up and encourage 
them in their work. The project, both 
in its theory and in its practical details, 
is in accord with the parole system which 
has been found to yield such excellent re- 

Its in prison reform work among adults. 

percentage of successful cases would 
probably be much larger among boys whose 
natures are still in their formative stage. 

The most serious defect of correctional 
and charitable institutions of this kind lies 
in the fact that the inmates tend to become 
“ institutionalized.” They develop a de- 
pendent attitude of mind and fn time be- 
come incapable of self-help. So long as 
they break no rules they are fed and 
clothed and housed without any thought or 
effort on their part. Mr. Sloan points to 
the fact that there are men in his in- 
stitution who have been a helpless burden 
on the public for years, and that in most 
cases they were brought up in some chari- 
table institution. While the child in the 
outside world is having his will and his 


mental fiber strengthened by daily con- 


tact with life, the one in an institution is 
‘likely to be growing flabby in all the quali- 
ties needed for a successful independent 
career. It is to obviate this tendency that 
Mr. Sloan proposes the parole system. The 
scheme is based on sound principles and 
should be given a careful trial. | 


NATIONAL MUNICIPAL LEAGUE. 

In the half dozen and more years of its 
existence the National Municipal league 
has given impulse and prestige both to the 
several hundred local improvement and re- 
form bodies affiliated with it—not a few of 
which it has called into existence—and to 
the idea of reform in city government. It 
has not attempted to deal in any funda- 
mental way with social conditions in cities 
and has represented no great moral convic- 
tion. It has stood for a pfactical rather 
than an ethical aim. It has, however, dis- 
tinctly contributed toward the work of 
perfecting and, in some cases, extending 
the machinery of local government. Its 
efforts in this direction reached their climax 
at the convention at Columbus last year, 
when the model city charter, upon which 
the league had been definitely engaged for 
a number of years, was finally adopted. 

e danger, however, which usually be- 
sets such an organization when it has ac- 
complished a definite piece of work seems 
to be threatening this body. Its sixth 
annual meeting, held in Milwaukee from 
Wednesday to Friday of last week, was 
wanting in a clearly conceived objective 
point. The program lacked both unity and 
progress, and though the speeches were in- 
teresting and people were generally pleased, 
it could hardly be said that any cumulative 
or deep impression was made. The papers 


were at times “preachy,” and, with the | 


exception of one setting forth the story of 
administration in Glasgow, there was a 
noticeable lack of any exact recital of actual 
municipal achievement or experience. 
This fact suggests a line of future activ- 
ity for this body, which seems now to be 
somewhat at a loss what to do next. It 
would be as logical as useful if, having put 
forth its model charter, this league should 
now follow this up by becoming the national 
reporter upon the operation of city charters. 
An exact and detailed study at its next 
meeting of the precise operations of one, 
or perhaps two, typical cities, with a care- 
ful analysis of how their charters work and 
illustrative sidelights from some other 
cities, would be of great value and should 
attract more of those people whom it is 
especially desired to have present—namely: 
men holding municipal office. — 
The advance of the league at its annual 
meetings to such discussion of definite ad- 
ministrative experience would require care- 
ful planning and not a little hard work by 
persons of special knowledge. But it would 
be in the line of checking up the value of 
charter provisions and would furnish pecu- 
liarly instructive subject matter, 7 


A USEFUL LIFE CLOSED. 
-William Saunders, President of the park 
commission of Washington, D. C., died in 
that city recently, just as he had closed the 
thirty-eighth year of his service to the 
federal government. He came of three 
generations of Scotch gardeners and he 
had the qualities of modesty, industry, faith- 
fulness, and love of his calling which usual- 
ly characterize the class. He had been in 
this country fifty-five years, and every year 
of that period he was a benefactor to the 
people, and yet his name was comparatively 
unknown. His life was thoroughly un- 
selfish. He gave the country the results of 
his remarkable knowledge and of an indus- 
try simple, modest, and faithful, as befits 
one who loves his calling and finds in it his 
principal reward. Of public money he had 
but little; of public reputation still less, and 
yet few have done more for the pleasure and 
actual! enrichment of the people than he. 

Mr. Saunders was educated for the min- 
‘istry, but gave up that profession for the 


| which he was to fing his sermons. ‘He | 


served his apprenticeship in Kew Gardens, 
in the London suburbs, and then came to 
this country with J. F. Meehan, another 
famous gardener; When the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture was established Mr. 
Saunders was placed in charge of the 
division of experimental gardens and 
‘grounds, and was subsequently made Presi- 
dent of the Park commission of Washington. 
Fortunately for the beauty of the national 
capital, his appointment was never revoked. 
His great skill and knowledge were uni- 
versally recognized and the politicians let 
him alone with the trees and flowers of the 
parks, which add vo much to the beauty of 
Washington and which were set out under 
his personal supervision. The agricultural 
, and park and the park sys- 
tem of the city are due to his genius, for 
genius, after all, is but the capacity 
work? as old Bach said. , 

In addition to his work for Washington 
and other cities and his valuable contribu- 
tions to the literature ef horticulture, Mr. 
Saunders gave to the fruit growers of Cali- 
fornia and other semi-tropical parts of the 
country a gift which has steadily increased 
in value and is now a source of profit to the 
orange growers. In 1868 letters from Brazil 
called his attention to the seedless orange. 
He personally investigated tlie matter, and 
when satisfied imported plants and budded 
orange plants from them, and from these 
beginnings has been developed the great 
navel orange industry of southern Califor- 
nia. His experiments in the propagation 
of fruits as well as in the cultivation of 
plants have been of the highest value. Itis 
hardly an exaggeration to say that wher- 
ever trees and flowers are cultivated in this 
country the quiet influences of William

YALE GIVEN SPLENDID GIFT. 


Arabic Manuscripts of the Count Land- 
berg Library Donated to New Haven 
Institution—Professor Appointed. 


New Haven, Conn., Sept. 23.— [Special. 
Yale was today given the famovs Count 
Landberg manuscripts of Arabic literature, 
comprising 800 of the most valuable writings 
of Oriental literature extant. Most of them 
date back to the twelfth century. They 
were given the university by Morris K. Jesup 
of New Y@rk. The manuscripts were sold for 
$20,000 in Leipsic when the library of Count 
Landberg was purchased by Harvard. The 
possession of this manuscript by Yale places 
the university at the lead in Oriental re- 
search in America. It now has 15,000 vol- 
umes upon this subject. 

Yale today announced the appointment of 
Professor F. C. Warren of Western Reserve 
University, Cleveland, to the Street chair 
of modern languages. Professor Warren has 
been at Western Reserve for ten years. He 
was graduated from Amherst in 1880. He is 
the author of a number of text books on the 
romance languages. He succeeds at Yale 
Professor Jules Luquiens, who died a year 
ago. Professor Warren will be unable to as- 
sume his duties at Yale till next year, owing 
to his engagements at Western Reserve. He 
has just refused chairs at the Universities of 
Michigan and Chicago.

College Football Season Will Soon Be

Before another week has elapsed the foot- 
ball candidates of nearly all the prominent 
colleges, both Bast and West, will be at 
severe practice, and the hard luck stories 
about lack of material, accidents, and all 
that, which are sure to follow, will be suc- 
ceeded by the clash of actual conflict qn the 
field. 

There isn’t any question about the interest 
that will be shown in the game. Football 
has become established as the leading ama- 
teur sport‘of America. The attention given 
to it and the attendance at the games will 
keep on growing with the growth of the 
country, and probably at a still greater 
ratio. The interest in the sport in the col- 
leges themselves can hardly increase, but it 
is among those outside of the institutions 
that a steady growth of attention is being 
directed toward the sturdy knights of the 
pigskin.

JOHN BRISBEN WALKER 
TRIES TO ASCEND PIKE’S 
PEAK IN AN AUTOMOBILE. 


Attempt Fails Owing to Limited Gaso- 

line Supply—Outer Wheels of Wagon 
Often Scarcely More than a Foot from 
Precipices 500 Feet Deep. 


New York, Sept. 23.—[Special. ]—John Bris- 
ben Walker, the magazine editor, describes 
his automobile run up Pike’s Peak last week, 
accompanied by his son, as follows: 
The ascent of Pike’s Peak to the neigh- 
borhood of the timber line involved no great 
difficulties except as a test of the powers 
automobiles. 
“The old wagon trail to the peak is in 
extremely bad condition through not hav- 
ing been cared for for some years, and has 
in many places been worn into ruts frdm 
eighteen to twenty inches deep, with rocks 
plentifully placed for the inconvenience of 
the travelers. At many points it is necessary 
to straddle these ruts, and nally the 
outer wheel would be compelled to pass not 
more than ten or fifteen inches from preci- 
pices that sometimes fell off a good 500 feet. 

The danger, however, was more apparent 
than real, though it involved entire faith at 
all times in the steering gear and construc- 
tion of the automobile. 

“We started late in the afternoon, hop- 
ing to complete our climb by the full moon, 
but shortly after nightfall the condition of 
the roads made it seem dangerous to con- 
tinue. We accordingly put our ‘ auto’ out 
of commission, built a huge campfire, ar- 
ranged the seat cushion, an oilcloth, and 
a couple of spring overcoats in a scientific 
way, and with the aid of a sandwich man- 
aged to pass a fairly comfortable night, not- 
withstanding the sharp cold which night al- 
ways brings at these altitudes. 

“Early the next morning, just before 
reaching the loghouse which stands just be- 
low the timber line, we exhausted our water 
supply, and also the fuel oil in the tank. 
A two-gallion can which we had been carry- 
ing in reserve renewed the latter, but a 
hunt and a long, steep climb were necessary 
to secure water, carried up in a collapsible 
rubber bucket. 

“The limited supply of gasoline made it 
impossible to reach the peak, and when the 
turn was made, the roads steadily growing 
worse, the downward course had all the 
ease of a toboggan, due ‘caution being used 
to prevent overturning in the deep ruts and 
keep away from rocks. 

“The distance back to Colorado Springs 
is about twenty-five miles and was made 
within three hours. ; 

As we came down one particularly steep 
incline the left rear wheel dropped squarely 
on a jagged piece of granite, cutting the rub- 
ber tire and letting the air escape. The bal- 
ance of the journey was, however, made 
without the least difficulty, and as we neared 
Colorado Springs the stretch of level read 
was covered at the rate of fifteen miles per 
hour.“
